measure to increase the school tax to fifteen 
cents on the one hundred dollars in addi- 
tion, to the present tax, and to submit to 
the people of Kentucky at the next elec- 
tion, the question whether they would or 
not vote the increased tax. The bill has 
now passed both Houses and only awaits 
the Governor’s signature. The present tax 
i6 five cents on the hundred dollars, and 
under the present school system, as shown 
by- the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, yields an amount wholly 
inadequate for the wants of the Common- 
wealth.. 

It is probable that the people will be 
called upon next August to say whether 
they will vote the additional fifteen cent.'- 
Kentucky is far behind her sister States in 
the matter of education. Thousands of 
her poor children are denied the benefit of 
systematic instruction for want of money. 
Immigration lias also been retarded because 
we offered no facilities for free popular ed- 
ucation. The tide of immigrants has been 
pouring constantly towards the Western 
States, where the children of the humbles* 
peasant can receive the elements of a sound 
IJpglish education. Should the tax be vo- 
ted, the school fond will amount annually 
to nearly a million of dollars. But we

have living wages. In some circuits in this 
State, it. requites at least one half of the 
Judge’s salary to pay his traveling expen- 
ses, and what remains is barely sufficient to 
keep liis family from starvation. As for 
saving any part of his wages, the most 
stringent economy could not lay tip a sin- 
gle stiver. We need the best legal talent 
of the Commonwealth for the Bench, and to 
insure it, the Judges should be placed 
above want. Their minds should not be 
harassed and disturbed’ by fears of want 
and narrow and straitened circumstances. 
Let the salary ba sufficient. A refusal to 
increase it is unwise economy. If we want 
the laws well expounded and well admin- 
istered, we must pay the judges enough to 
keep the wolf from their doors. The ju- 
diciary of Epgland is unequalled for talent 
aud learning. Her judges almost created 
the law. They aro generally men of the 
highest attainments, the most extensive er- 
udition and the profonndest legal knowl- 
edge*. The places they fill can always 
command such men because the salaries 
ace liberal. The Lord Chancellor gets six- 
ty thousand dollars per annum. The Si- 
si Prius judges from fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand dollars per annum, and all retire on 
half pay jfor life. The spirit of such libe- 
rality should commend itself to our legis- 
lators.

Ev.’itzlcr’s Case. 

The Ninth Congressional District in 
Missouri, like the Ninth in Kentucky, has

Tiie whole country was expect- 
ing that immediately upon the report, the 
elected member would be sworn in; but 
strange to tell, the house refused to adopt 
the report and gave the place to Anderson. 
As in the case of McKee nn opportune 
moment was seized when large numbers of 
the members were absent and tbe matter 
rushed through under the previous question 
Some of the absences were doubtless inten 
tional. The absentees did not have the 
hardihood to go on the record favoring 
such on outrage, but they connived at the 
fraud and are as guilty as those wliocon- 
cieved and committed it.

The matter was laid before the Cab- j 
inet last Tuesday, and as soon as it assumes 
a more definite shape it will bo comma 
nieated to Congress in advance of any 
steps looking toward a treaty in the prem- 
ise:;. The price intimated is said to ex- 
ceed twenty millions in gold. 

New York Distilleries Chopped. — 
It appears from official sources that all dis- 
tilleries in New York have ceased running 
There were forty-one in operation Novem- 
ber 1st, 18G8. This is said to be the re- 
sult of the low tax on whisky, and for 
obvious reasons. Whisky made in New 
York City costs sixty cents per gallon, 
and the taxes, including special tax, is 
sixty-three cents additional, or $1 23 per 
gallon. Whisky sells at a dollar in that 
city, so there is no margin for stealing. — 
The trade belongs legitimately to the West, 
to which it will be confined hereafter. 

A Nashville dispatch says grave appre- 
hesions are entertained as to the effect of 
calling out the militia.

If they had their Rig San- 
dy road in operation, aud we had ours a-, 
far as Cat lisle, we could send. them- East- 
ern freights, lumber, coal, salt, iron and 
all heavy articles cheaper than their road 
could afford to carry them. River trans- 
portation is cheaper than by rail, and we 
could float these articles to Maysvillc at 
small expense, and ship over our short 
Hue for less than one half their Big Sar.dy 
rates. Rut this is neither here nor there 
— our Railroad will bo huilded and theirs 
will not, and we want them (ogive ns all 
the patronage they can, either by building 
a branch road to Carlisle, or by establish- 
ing regular wagon lines to that point. — 
The distance by turnpike road from Mt. 
Sterling to Carlisle, is about 20 or 22 
miles, and the road is ooe of the best in 
the State. Daily trips could be made 
without difficulty. The air-lino distance 
between these points is only al out sixteen 
miles, and Montgomery alone could build 
that much road and not feel the tax.
